Cli IU AND THE SUNNY SOUTH 


Interesting Description bv Judge Holland 


of His Recent Trip to Cuba and 


the Sunny South. 


“ The Isle* of Pines is between thirty 
to forty miles in diam eter and thinly 
covered with southern tim ber and pine. 
There is considerable pine on the island. 
Som e of the soil is a black, rich muck, 
but most of it is gravelly. 
I was in ­ 
formed by those who had experience 
th a t the gravelly land was the best for 
oranges. 
There are a few high hills or 
low mountains on the island, and there 
are many streams and the water is good. 
M ore than three quarters of the island 
is owned by corporations and they arc 


selling it olT in pieces of live, ten 
anti 
forty acres to A ruer iran-. 
A ll the farms, 
grove# or plantations I 
saw on 
the 


island, except two, were owned by A m ­ 
ericans. 
It looks as though the island 
would soon be wholly settled by Anteri 
cans, or nearly so. 
These corporations 
are said to have purchased the island 
for a nominal price and art* 
now selling 
it for from £lo to £25 per acre, which 
seems to be reasonable if it did not cost 
them anything. 
I 
was informed when 
on the island that frost had never l*een 
known there, and it looks as though the 
northerners would get warm before they 
got across the < I ulf stream. 
( )ne travel 
inp 
around on the 
island is liable to 
th in k it is Ju ly and th a t he is in M inne­ 
sota as nearly every man working about 
the groves is an 
Am erican. 
Some of 
them told me they could work there the 
same a- north. 
I was told the tbeniom 
ct«*r would range between 55 and Do de 
grees the year around, day and night. 
I 
noticed while on the I-do of Tines 
th at it would be quite warm mornings, 
but every day about 0:3d the wind I m 
gan to blow a little and the rest of tho 
day it would be com paratively comfort 
able. 
I 
presume 
the settlers on 
the 
Isle of Tines have just as good a clim ate 
as the world affords, although I am a 
little partial to the clim ate of San Diego, 
C alifornia, in winter. 
Tho Isle of Tines 
is exempt from frost at all 
times, but 
San Diego, C alifornia, is liable to get a 
slight frost some times in winter, I was 
inform ed when there. 


“ I 
was told much of the 
way from 
C u b a to the Isle of Tines the sea 
is 
shallow and th at was why they used a 
boat drawing 
so little 
water. 
The 
water was very smooth between the is 
lands when we were passing from one to 
the other. 
Returnin g from Havana to 
N ew Orleans, the surface of the M ulf 
was as smooth as it ever gets, that is the 
boatm an said the 
w ater 
was 
never 
smoother. 
W hen we were crossing tin 
(iu lf, the dolphins frequently would 
play along the head of the vessel asdogs 
ahead of their master. 
Once on 
the 
trip, a short distance from 
the vessel, 
a whale was making geysers as perfect 
as in Y ellowstone P a rk . 
“ W hen we reached quarantine sta 
tion a few miles up the Mississippi from 
its mouth, w hich was a bout three o’clock 
in the morning, the passengers had to 
get up and go ashore to be examined by 
the 
U nited States doctor. 
W hen 
w< 
got to New O rleans our baggage was ex 
aminod the same as when we entered 
H avana, 
which 
delayed 
us 
several 
hours. 
•*1 have passed along on each side of 
the lower M ississippi on the 
railroad, 
especially 
between 
New Orleans and 
Raton Rouge. 
I have also ridden on 
vessel from New Orleans to the mouth 
of the river. 
Baton Rouge is about ‘200 
miles above the m outh of the M ississ­ 
ippi. 
Above New O rleans the railroad 
runs along and near the levee ami one 
can see that the ground is lower back 
from the 
riv* r.
